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Concerns over town council funding 


MEMBERS of Bridport Town Council’s 
finance and general purposes committee 
are making their own representation to 
the Communities Secretary, to ensure 
they receive appropriate funding for ser¬ 
vices devolved due to the local govern¬ 
ment reorganisation. 
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Councils are being encouraged to send com¬ 
ments to The Rt Hon Sajid Javid MP, Secretary 
of State for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment, who will give his final decision on Dorset 
having two unitary authorities in January. 

Bob Gillis, Bridport Town Council town 
clerk, suggested a possible response from the 
town council. 

He said: “We welcome it (unitary authority) 
as long as things like delegation of services is 
properly resourced, and the town council 
would like to pick up more services, but provi¬ 
sion needs to be made by the principal councils 
to ensure that the town councils that take on 
these services have the funding to deliver 
those.” 

Cllr Dave Rickard said that he would like to 
see local area boards’ made up of and run by 
local people, which invite councillors to meet¬ 
ings and can hold them to account. 

The town council is meeting regularly with 
other West Dorset town councils and West 
Dorset District Council as part of a new Exter¬ 
nal Programme Board to discuss potential ser¬ 
vice transfers as part of the reorganisation. 

The intention is that if two unitary authori¬ 
ties are established in Dorset, that local ser¬ 
vices are safeguarded and, where feasible, 
delivered by the town council. 

The potential service transfers were dis¬ 
cussed at a recent meeting and those identified 
so far include: tourist information centres, pub¬ 
lic toilets, town centre economic development 
and discretionary grants. 

As well as the discussions at the programme 
board, the town council has also been meeting 
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with the district council to discuss potential 
asset transfers to provide an income stream to 
support the possible local management of pub¬ 
lic toilets in Bridport and West Bay. 

Councillor Sarah Williams, leader of the 
council, said: “The town council welcomes the 
establishment of the External Programme 
Board and the district council’s commitment to 
work with the town councils to enable a suc¬ 
cessful transfer of services, that have been 
identified for potential devolution. 

“The town council has shown a willingness to 
take on a manage services locally, as demon¬ 
strated by the successful transfer of the Tourist 
Information Centre at the start of this year. 

“The town council is in discussion with the 
district council on a package of potential asset 
transfers to support the future local manage¬ 
ment of the public toilets. 

“It will also be working with the district coun¬ 
cil to consider future support for local volun¬ 
tary sector organisations, such as the arts 
centre and the museum, whose funding agree¬ 
ments with the district council are due to come 
to an end in March 2019. 

“However, it will take time to agree a package 
of asset transfers as the town council needs to 
ensure it has sufficient income streams avail-

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WEYMOUTH man Patrick Howie has launched 
an online petition lobbying the Government to 
create a national awareness day on the amount 
of plastic in the sea.

“As I swim along I see fish, crabs and differ¬ 
ent shells, sometimes a lobster and sometimes 
giant jellyfish. 

“Then I see lost footballs floating away which 
I sometimes manage to rescue. Then I see the 
debris: the cans and crisp packets, the glass 

Artists wanted 
for seaside 
improvement 
projects 

COULD you stop people littering Dorset's beau¬ 
tiful coastline? Or maybe you've got creative 
ideas about how to regenerate seaside parts of 
Poole. 

Artists are wanted for high-profile projects 
working on two of Dorset Coastal Connections’ 
initiatives. The first opportunity involves find¬ 
ing ways to improve Shore Road Beach and 
Branksome Chine and pays an artist fee of 
£9,000. The second seeks ideas for how to 
change people’s behaviour and stop them litter¬ 
ing our lovely beaches. It pays an artist fee of 
£7,000, plus a materials budget of £2,000. 

Both projects recognise the importance of the 
artists, who will have a creative input from the 
beginning. They will be working as part of a 
cross-disciplinary team. 

The anti-litter project is being led by Litter 
Free Coast and Sea working with the Dorset 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty Food and 
Drink programme. It focuses on Bournemouth, 
Weymouth, West Bay and Lyme Regis. 

Litter Free Coast and Sea aims to reduce ma¬ 
rine and beach litter, and improve bathing 
water quality along the Dorset coast. We have 
some of the cleanest beaches and best bathing 
water quality in the country. Litter Free Coast 
and Sea would like to help keep it that way and 
make our beaches even better. Can you help? 

Both these projects are part of the wider 
Dorset Coastal Connections portfolio of 18 pro¬ 
jects funded by the Coastal Community Fund 
and coordinated by the Dorset Coast Forum, 
who are working collaboratively with The Arts 
Development Company and the individual pro¬ 
ject teams. 

Deadline for the Poole regeneration project is 
January8th. Litter Free Dorset deadline is Jan¬ 
uary 19th.

And it’s getting into our 
food chain; tiny particles appearing in our sea 
food. From land to sea and back again, maybe 
we’re the ones committing suicide?” 

Mr Howie continued: “My idea is to get the 
Government to create a national awareness 
day specifically against plastic in the sea. 
There is no such dDay at the moment and it 
would be great if Britain were the first.

28 charged during Christmas driving campaign 


A FURTHER nine people have been charged 
with drink or drug driving offences as part of 
Dorset Police’s Christmas drink and drug 
driving campaign.

We are always pleased to welcome new

Although Bridport does not have a 
Lifeboat Station we do have a Lifeguard 
Service operating in West Bay. 

This operates in conjunction with the 
Lyme Regis Lifeboat and the Weymouth 
Lifeboat when needed. 

In 2016 lifeguards carried out just over 
209,000 preventative actions. They res¬ 
cued 56 people from the water, provided 
first aid to seven people and dealt with 
five lost children. 

Many people are unaware that life¬ 
guards perform lifesaving work not only 
in the water but also on the beach in our

Search for pensioner 
missing from Blandford 
home is stood down 


A SEARCH for a pensioner who vanished 
from Blandford has been stood down. 

Following two days of intensive search 
activity - involving hundreds of emergency 
service personnel, partner agencies and 
specialist volunteers - police have taken 
the difficult decision to stand-down active 
searches for 70-year-old Andrew Latcham. 

Mr Latcham was last seen on CCTV leav¬ 
ing supported accommodation on Park 
Road, Blandford Forum at around 3:30am 
in the early hours of Saturday, December 
30th. He was wearing dark trainers with 
white soles, tracksuit bottoms and a dark 
raincoat. 

Since then, searches have focused around 
the River Stour and other waterways that 
Mr Latcham was familiar with as a 
kayaker, the Blandford Trailway and other 
footpaths, floodplains and open spaces in 
and around Blandford, and the routes and 
villages between Blandford and Hamwor¬ 
thy. 

Inspector Darren Stanton explained: “For 
a complex search like this, we use special¬ 
ist search advisors and make use of a wide 
array of resources; including the National 
Police Air Service helicopter, water-based 
search teams, off-road search vehicles and 
specially-trained teams on foot. 

I am grateful for all the specialist volun¬ 


teers who assisted the search and recog¬ 
nise the desire of the local community to 
help in any way. 

"We have covered a lot of ground with 
this intensive search over the last two 
days. Unfortunately, we have now come to 
a point where we have exhausted this 
search option. With the significant rainfall 
and passage of time, it is sadly very un¬ 
likely we would find Andrew safe and well 
by continuing this approach. 

We therefore have to take advice from 
specialists and consider the continued risk 
to others of searching in dangerous condi¬ 
tions. While some local and intelligence-led 
searches will continue, local people will 
not see the same level of visible activity. 

"We will of course respond to any new in¬ 
formation that comes to light and I would 
ask people to check their private outbuild¬ 
ings and gardens if they have not done so 
already. If anyone has seen someone 
matching Andrew's description since Sat¬ 
urday morning or knows anything else 
that could help, please let us know. 

However, I would like to assure you that 
extensive searches have been carried out, 
including areas mentioned by the public on 
social media. 

"We have updated Andrew's family about 
this decision and they are very grateful for 



the efforts made by all the emergency ser¬ 
vices, partner agencies and volunteers so 
far. We will continue to support them dur¬ 
ing this upsetting time."

AFFORDABLE housing pioneers in 
Bridport, Lyme Regis and West 
Dorset threw open their doors for a 
celebration of ground breaking Com¬ 
munity Land Trust projects. 

More than 50 people attended the 
event which included visits to trail- 
blazing Symene, Lyme Regis and 
Marshwood developments. 

West Dorset is leading the way na¬ 
tionally with 10 active Community 
Land Trusts (CLT), which is among 
the highest number in any council 
district in the country. 

CLTs are being progressed by com¬ 
munities with the support of councils 
to provide much-needed low-cost 
housing for local people. 

The council's new Opening Doors 


campaign - launched with North 
Dorset District Council and Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council - 
is encouraging more communities to 
start CLTs and take advantage of £2m 
of funding to support projects across 
their areas. 

Delegates at the event - including 
councillors, community groups and 
CLT members - heard presentations 
at Bridport Leisure Centre before 
touring sites. 

Paul Derrien, housing enabling 
team leader for North Dorset District 
Council, West Dorset District Council 
and Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council, said: "CLTs are a valuable 
way of helping to meet significant 
local housing need. 


"We have an impressive number al¬ 
ready but we want to see more pro¬ 
jects coming forward. 

"The networking day went ex¬ 
tremely well with the opportunity for 
people to share knowledge, compare 
experiences and exchange ideas." 

There have been 62 affordable 
homes developed by CLTs in West 
Dorset, including Lyme Regis which 
is not yet finished. 

Symene and Marshwood are al¬ 
ready fully occupied and 15 more 
homes will be available when the 
Timberhill development at Lyme 
Regis is completed. 

Ten-home Symene CLT was formed 
for the people of Symondsbury on the 
edge of Bridport.

SINGER, songwriter, composer, poet and multi-in¬ 
strumentalist, Emily Maguire is truly “a talent to be 
reckoned with” (RnR Magazine), her heartfelt, 
thought-provoking lyrics, emotive voice and spell¬ 
binding live performances winning her fans across 
the globe.

Back on her feet again and fed up with grey skies 
and concrete, Emily gave up her flat in London for a 
shack made out of recycled wood, tin 
and potato sacks on a goat farm in 
the Australian bush. Together 
' with Aussie bass player and pro¬ 
ducer Christian Dunham, she fi- 
* nanced her first two albums 
by making and 
selling goats 
cheese. “Liv¬ 
ing in the 
shack was one 
of the happiest 


times of my life. And despite being a terrible cook, I 
was actually a very good cheesemaker”, she says. 

Emily and Christian returned from Australia in 2007 
to tour with American legend Don McLean, playing 
all the major UK concert halls including the Royal Al¬ 
bert Hall. Her third album ‘Believer’, released in 2009, 
received regular airplay on Radio 2 and won rave re¬ 
views in the music press, Maverick Magazine hailing 
it “a masterpiece”. Greenpeace used her song ‘Woke 
Up’ for their climate change campaign. 

Emily hid her struggles with bipolar disorder until 
she published her first book ‘Start Over Again’. 
Launched on Radio 2 on World Mental Health Day in 
2010, it generated a huge response from listeners 
moved by Emily’s openness and willingness to share 
her experiences of psychosis and depression. 

In 2014 an intensive tour of Germany triggered 
chronic tennis elbow in Emily’s arms, leaving her un¬ 
able to play her instruments for 18 months. Devas¬ 
tated, she suffered a deep depression that lasted a 
year. 

In 2017, recovered again, Emily released her haunt- 
ingly beautiful fifth album ‘A Bit Of Blue’ (produced 
by Nigel Butler) to critical acclaim in the music press. 
She published a collection of poetry, prose and song 
lyrics called ‘Notes From The North Pole’, and sang 
live on Radio 2, talking to Clare Balding about her 
music, mental health and Buddhist faith. 

Together with Christian, Emily has been touring 
again and entrancing audiences wherever she 
goes. “I am just so happy to be out there again, 
performing”, she says. “Music to me is all about 
uplifting, comforting and inspiring the people listen¬ 
ing. That’s all I want to do”. 

Emily has done many gigs in mental health hospi¬ 
tals and is a patron of the UK mental health charity 
Restore. She was invited to perform at the World 
Congress of Psychiatry in Berlin in 2017 and will be 
touring Germany as well as the UK in 2018. Just back 
from recording in Australia for her sixth album, she 
says, “I can’t wait to be touring again. I’m looking for¬ 
ward to playing some of the new songs that will be on 
my next album”.

IN DECEMBER 2012 Christine Tobin won a BASCA British Composers Award for her 
spellbinding settings of poems by WB Yeats, 'Sailing to Byzantium'. The award in¬ 
cluded a PRSF commission to write new music. Tobin's latest album 'PELT' is the result 
of this commission. PELT is Christine's settings of poems and lyrics by contemporary 
Pulitzer Prize winning poet, Paul Muldoon.

WHAT YOU NEED TO KNOW 
ABOUT THE HOUSING 
MARKET IN 2018

What will the 2018 housing market 
bring for buyers and sellers? 

The housing market has been sending out 
some mixed messages recently - on the one hand 
there's talk of consumers being reluctant to 
make big decisions amid wider economic uncer¬ 
tainty and a squeeze on their living costs, but on 
the other hand, house prices have continued to 
climb in many areas, with reports of a lack of 
properties to choose from in popular locations. 

So what's in store for 2018? Here's a look at 
what the market could bring for house prices, 
mortgages and first-time buyers. 

What will happen to house prices in 2018? 

In general, predictions have ranged from 
house prices being flat across the UK to edging 
up by a few percentage points by this time next 
year. Economists believe the squeeze on in¬ 
comes from inflation will limit what buyers are 
willing to pay. 

Robert Gardner, chief economist at Nation¬ 
wide Building Society, says: "How the housing 
market performs in 2018 will be determined in 
large part by developments in the wider economy. 
Brexit developments will remain important, but 
hard to foresee." 

Does that mean house price growth is expected 
to be subdued across the whole of the UK? 

This year has seen been big differences between 
areas of the UK in how the housing market has 
performed. The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (Rics) has said pricing in Scotland, 
Wales, Northern Ireland and north-west Eng¬ 
land has been resilient compared with some 
other places. 

While London has seen a cooldown, some other 
major cities, where housing affordability is less 
stretched, have been putting in a relatively 
strong performance. 

Richard Donnell, insight director at property 
analysts Hometrack, says: "The likes of Manch¬ 
ester, Birmingham and Glasgow have seen mar¬ 
ket activity increase and this has delivered 
above-average price growth of 6-8% for the last 
12 months." 

Will buyers have more opportunities to 


bag a bargain? 

When it comes to sealing a deal, more house 
sales are now going through at less than the orig¬ 
inal price sellers had wanted, according to estate 
agents. For some buyers, they may find there's 
more room for negotiation, depending on what 
the local housing market is like at the time. 

But the supply of properties on the market is 
still tight in many places, so sellers in these 
areas may feel more confident in holding firm 
on price. 

Across the UK, 85% of properties sold for less 
than the asking price in November, according 
to NAEA (National Association of Estate 
Agents) Propertymark - the highest proportion 
since its records started in 2013. One in eight 
(12%) properties sold for the asking price and 
3% sold above the asking price. 

What about mortgage deals? 

Despite the Bank of England hiking the base 
rate from 0.25% to 0.5% in November, in gen¬ 
eral, the mortgage rates on offer are still "ex¬ 
tremely low", says David Hollingworth from 
broker London & Country Mortgages. 

He says some rates on the fixed-rate mortgage 
deals on offer had started to edge up even be¬ 
fore the base rate increase, with rates creeping 
up further across the mortgage market gener¬ 
ally after November. 

Home owners sitting on their lender's stan¬ 
dard variable rate (SVR), which happens after 
a particular mortgage deal comes to an end, 
may want to consider whether they can get a 
better deal, he says, adding that many lenders 
announced rate increases to their SVRs in line 
with the base rate hike. 

Hollingworth says some mortgage borrowers 
will be receiving their annual statements in Jan¬ 
uary, which can help them to take stock of 
whether they should make switching mortgage 
their New Year's resolution or whether they are 
already on a good deal. 

How about first-time buyers? 

Hollingworth says there are still plenty of 
mortgage options available for people with lower 
deposits. 

Those who have slightly less than a 10% de¬ 
posit may find quite a "substantial advantage" in 
being able to access a better mortgage rate if they 
can scrape together more cash to push them¬ 
selves into the 10% deposit bracket, he says. 

In some good news for first-time buyers, Home- 
track predicts this sector will make up the 
largest group of buyers in 2018. 

Donnell says: "We expect first time buyers to be 
the largest group of buyers in 2018 accounting for 
over one in every three sales (35%) and overtaking 
existing home owners (34%)) as new 
purchases by investors fall in the wake 
of tax changes."

KIA’S flagship SUV in the UK, the stylish 
seven-seat Sorento, has a subtly sportier 
look for 2018 with the introduction of 
‘GT-Line’ and ‘GT-Line S’ variants and 
the availability of a new eight-speed au¬ 
tomatic gearbox. Pricing for the range 
starts at £28,995, with the ‘GT-Line’ and 
‘GT-Line S’ versions available for 
£36,495 and £41,995 respectively. 

The eight-speed auto replaces the 
previous six-speed unit and is offered 
in four of the seven Sorento models. It 
is standard with ‘GT-Line’ and ‘GT- 
Line S’ and optional with ‘KX-2’ and 
‘KX-3’ versions. 

As a result of the increased number of 
ratios, economy with the new auto 
gearbox improves to 43.5mpg compared 
with the previous automatic, while 
CO 2 emissions are cut from 174g/km to 
170. The eight-speed gearbox was de¬ 
signed and engineered in-house by 
Kia’s R&D team in Korea and offers up 
to five different shift and throttle pro¬ 
grammes, accessed through the 
Sorento's electronic Drive Mode Select.

Bees bounce back after Willand dip

BRIDPORT got back to winning ways 
after the disappointment of defeat at 
Willand Rovers prior to Christmas, by 
comprehensively beating Wellington 
last Saturday, although it wasn't the 
most convincing of victories. 

With the Bees home fixture with 
league leaders Street postponed on 
Boxing Day due to a waterlogged 
pitch, manager Adam Fricker would 
have been hoping for a good perfor¬ 
mance to set them up for what will be 
a long run in with 21 league games still 
to play. 

Kicking up the slope in the first half 
with a diagonal wind causing prob¬ 
lems for both sides, Bridport struggled 
to get into gear and lost Tom Richard¬ 
son just before the interval with an in¬ 
jury.

Cornish that sparked the Bees into life.

On the hour Cornish's quick feet in 
the box saw him find Mark Salter who 
made no mistake from six yards to give 
the Bees the lead. 

Ten minutes later they doubled their 
advantage with a fine goal from 
Richard Hebditch. He closed the Tan¬ 
gerine's full back down and won the 
ball before racing on goal from near 
the halfway line and beating the 
keeper in a one-on-one as he ad¬ 
vanced. 

Fricker told View : "The condi¬ 
tions weren't great, and they are quite 
organised and difficult to beat, which 
they were in a first half in which we 
were poor. However the second half

"When you go to places like that, and 
with the conditions, it's more about 
getting the points on the board as op¬ 
posed to the performance." 

Fricker also cited a series of injuries 
and postponement's as a reason for a 
lack of consistency in recent games.

Neat play by Richardson left three 
players on the ground before releasing 
Richard Hebditch who was brought 
down by keeper Mike Searle inside the 
box. Mark Salter confidently netted 
from the spot. 

However, just three minutes later
